AMENDMENT TO THE KERALA UNIVERSITY FIRST ORDINANCES, 1978 

In exercise of the powers conferred on the Syndicate by virtue of Section 36 of the Kerala University Act, 1974, 
the Syndicate at its meeting held on 3-11-2012 has made the following amendment to the Kerala University First 
Ordinances, 1978. 

Amendment No. 233 

“That, in the schedule given to Ordinance 3 of Chapter XVII of the Kerala University First Ordinances, 1978, the 
following be substituted for the existing entries against SI. No. 21—Assistant Grade II, including Store Keeper (Common), 
under Column 5 and 7. 
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Qualification 

Method of Recruitment

University Degree 

By recruitment on the basis of Competitive test and/or interview by 
inviting applications by advertisement in the Press. (Store Keepers 
must furnish security as may be prescribed). 

*4% of the post of Assistant in the entry cadre for appointment by 
transfer from among low paid employees of the categories of Peon, 
Attender, Clerical Assistant, Binder and Roneo Operator of the 
University Service who possess the prescribed minimum qualification 
for the direct recruitment to the post of Assistant ie. B. A., B. Sc., 
B. Com. Degree from any recognized University or equivalent and 
having four years of aggregate service in the University on the basis 
of seniority in the respective category. Such employees should be 
approved probationers in the respective cadre. 

Note: —(1) If there is no low paid employees qualified to be appointed 
as aforesiad, such vacancies shall be forfeited to them and it shall be 
filled by direct recruitment. 


The above amendment to the Kerala University First Ordinances, 1978 was laid before the Senate at its meeting 
held on 14th November, 2012 as envisaged under Section 37 (1) of the Kerala University Act, 1974 and the same has 
been assented to by the Chancellor on 12-4-2013 and shall come into force with effect from that date.
